The opinion ventured in this de- 
partment some weeks ago, that this 
season’s 3-year-olds—most notably 
the ‘‘classic’’ colts—are not a vintage 
crop was farther exemplified by last 
Saturday’s results. 

Two $50,000-added events were 
run that afternoon for that age and 
both were won by newcomers to the 
“big money’’. 

The Classic Stakes, at Washing- 
ton Park, Chicago, was taken by 
Calumet Farm’s Pot o’ Luck, a colt 
that previously this season had won 
but once in seven starts. 

The Dwyer Stakes, at Aqueduct, 
was taken by J. M. Roebling’s Wild- 
life, a colt that previously had won 
but once in five starts. 

Nothing could better illustrate the 
lack of any colt of dominant class. 
The old saying that when they beat 
each other back and forth there is 
no real good one in the lot just 
about sizes up the situation. 

To add to the confusion, in the 
Dwyer, the heavy favorite, 
had in their last previous meeting 
left Wildlife half-a-dozen lengths 
astern in the Belmont Stakes, which 
he won almost in a canter. 

This a mile and a 
half. Yet in the Dwyer, which is at 
a mile and a quarter, Pavot was 
done at the end of six furlongs and 
then tailed off so badly that he fin- 
ished last, far down the course. 

Such a result is utterly inexpli- 
cable unless it transpires that some- 
thing was amiss with the son of Case 
Ace and Coquelicot. Otherwise is it 
quite too bad to be true. 

It is true that in his last start, 
preparatory to the Dwyer, Wildlife 
had beaten a weak field in the Shev- 
lin, earlier in the week.

He was ably ridden by the coming 
young Irish jockey, J. Eddery, who 
scored also last year in the Guineas 
when he rode Good Morning, which 
dead-heated with Slide On. He rode 
a tremendously strong finish, and it 
was by his utter mastery on the sad- 
dle that Stalino hung on to. win. 
Coup de Myth is a very handsome 
colt.

DIFFICULTIES 








The order of the Office of Defense Transportation to stop the 
transportation of race horses and show horses when being shipped to 
engage in competition, is just one of those things that not only horse- 
men, but everyone in every type of business is becoming accustomed. 
There is no criticism because there cannot be. Horsemen have as 
much of a stake in winning this war as everyone else and if it is the 
considered judgment of the O. D. T. that the 297 express horse cars 
available to ship horses throughout the U. S. A. are being sorely need- 
ed for war service, the horsemen in the country will be the first to 
take the necessary steps. This is a foregone conclusion. 

\nalyzing the order, however, it does appear that there are two 
possibilities which have been left open to race horse owners and show 
owners: , 

a. That it is possible to use the owner’s own transportation. 

b. That The Director of the Bureau of Service, Interstate Com- 
merce may issue a permit (for the transportation of race horses or 
show animals) only when he is satisfied that the shipment may be 
made without the shipment adversely affecting the transportation of 
war traffic. 

The main point and in fact the only point is that inasmuch as 
neither racing or showing of itself have been prohibited, it is up to 
the men and women shipping to stay within the rules of transporta- 
tion so as not to affect the sport itself. There are a lot of race horses 
at various tracks in the country. They will certainly be able to race 
at these locations. Whether they can ship to other spots must de- 
pend on transportation available or the density of war traffic. The 
Office of Defense Transportation has set up a machinery whereby the 
business of racing and showing will not affect war shipments. It is 
now up to everyone to carry on with what facilities are at hand, and 
within that general framework. 

The American racing man is a pretty ingenious customer. He is 
also every bit as patriotic as his English, Irish, French or Italian 
counterpart. For 5 years these countries have been wrestling with 
no transportation and it has been a ruling that is every bit as drastic 
as this latest American racing obstacle because not only were there 
rulings prohibiting transportation, but there physically were not 
freight cars, fuel or rubber abroad to make the carriers 
available. Yet racing carried on in Europe and so did showing in 
England in a moderate way. It must go on here as well and there is 
no doubt that it will so long as Americans have the energy, sports- 
manship and love of competition which marks them as Americans to 
make the best of a @ifficult situation in this country. 

The racing picture is now on an extremely firm foundation. There 
are abundant evidences of its popularity and there is no need to fear 
for the future so long as the men who are responsible do their part, 


the vans, 


in fact lean over backwards to do it ‘right for racing can afford to be 
generous, so long as it has everyone’s support. The recent ban on 
racing was a great blow to the sporting world, but it was taken 
without a word by the men and women who had most to lose, the 
owners, trainers, race track employees. They were ready to grin and 
bear it as an incident of war. The public’s reaction to the way- the 
horsemen of the country took their medicine is being given daily 
proof at every re-opened track. They have been bursting with sup- 
porters, and their supporters are the little $2.00 bettors, the man in 
the street who has some spare time and money to put into sport. If 
there had been anything unpleasant about the way horsemen were 
taking the decision of the authorities, the public, the $2.00 bettor, 
would have soon let his displeasure be known, and it would have been 
seen at the gate. Instead, racing men made no. claim, fans: waited 
for the re-opening with eagerness and track owners and employees 
proved themselves good soldiers. This new. setback isn’t tough, but 
it is tough enough, and it is again up to. those who have to bear the 
brunt, to take it on the chin once more and smile. gi 

To manage a smile is really pretty hard for horsemen this, time 
because these same 297 cars which the government. has forbidden 
race horse owners to use, made only 1,706 shipments to tracks 
throughout the entire country in 1944, compared with 80,000,000 ship- 
ments of general freight traffic in the same year. Yet these cars 
brought horses to racing to result in $89,500,000 being paid by them 
in taxes to national, state and municipal treasuries. Without the 
shipments of these horses from training barns to tracks, it is impos- 
sible for the tracks to operate. At this rate, the smile becomes ex- 
pensive. 





HORSE SHOWS 





Every time a new release comes out-of the O. D. T. office. in 
Washington, D. C., before it is thoroughly read and understood, many 
various opinions are personally advanced and before very long, the 
release is worth absolutely nothing. Instead of checking through the 
authoritative source, many people are inclined to take for granted 
the first statement from someone who is supposed to know all there 
is to know about the whole situation. n 

This seems to be the case with the running of horse shows and 
because of the situations which have arisen; Frank Perrin, Secretary 
of the War Committee On Conventions, has personally ‘addressed a 
letter to the sporting publications. This letter is printed on this page 
in its entirety so that no horse show committee will be without. offi- 
cial facts in regard to horse shows. : 

There is one paragraph in this letter which does ‘not pertain to 
anything which has appeared in The. Chronicle. “The ‘local show’ 
requirement is a rule that horse shows. MUST comply with for the 
duration so that, in your own words, we can ‘keep. America tradition- 
ally American’ and ‘bring our boys back’.” These statements appear- 
ed in another horse publication after the lifting of the racing ban and 
made up an editorial which stated that horse shows were free to go 
ahead with their plans for the 1945 season. The editorial in. The 
Chronicle in the May 25th issue outlined the conditions under which 
horse shows could operate, which information was obtained directly 
from the office of the War Committee On Conventions.

ODT And Horse Shows 


Dear Editor: 


The editorials of some of the lead- 
ing publications in your field indi- 
cate that a misconcepton of the pro- 
gram of this Committee exists inso- 
far as it pertains to horse’ shows. 
There are. restrictions on _ horse 
shows, just as there are on dog 
shows, field trials, pet shows, and 
other similar events. In fact, these 
restrictions have existed since Feb- 
ruary 1, 1945, and they have never 
been modified or relaxed. 

Under these restrictions, it is the 
responsibility of every organization 
sponsoring a horse show to file an 
application with this office request- 
ing permission to hold the event. 
The purpose of this application— 
Form WCC-1—is to enable _ this 
Committee to determine whether or 
not the specific event for which ap- 
plication 1s made, is of the _ type 
which conforms to the Committee’s 
policy. 

In order to qualify, the show in 
question must be purely local in 
nature. All attendance, entries, and 
exhibitors must be drawn = solely 
from the city in which it is held, or 
from its suburban area. Tf it is held 
in a rural community, the atten- 
dance, entries, and exhibitors. must 


must be owned or domiciled -within 
the local area as defined above. The 
judges and handlers must also reside 
within that area. If no qualified 
judge is available locally, the Com- 
mittee interposes no objection to 
one judge from outside the local 
area. 

Application must be filed for each 
show not less than 30 days before it 
is to open, and.with the application 
must be filed a‘list of all entries 
and exhibitors, giving the name and 
address. of each. Otherwise,--it will 
not be possible. for the Committee 
to’ determine whether:or not  tlte 
show is purely local. _ ‘ 

Sponsors and show managers who 
fail to follow this instruction not 
only invite public criticism as evad- 
ers, but also run the risk of being 
instructed by the Committee to call 
off their shows.

Penalty Recommended For 
Unregistered Persons In 
Veterinary Practice 


There are still a few of the old 
“‘cow-doctor—farrier-horse doctor’ 
fraternity left in rural areas, and 
lots of “dog doctors” in industrial 
centres. Some of them, although un- 
quallified, are admittedly skillful 
men in certain cases and emergen- 
cies. They are a very different type 
to the gin-drinking farriers many of 
us remember in our youth. These 
latter had no knowledge of medi- 
cine, its value or effects, and blind- 
ly followed some ancient, leather- 
bound, quill-penned book of curses, 
which had been handed down for 
generations, and which they guard- 
ed and invested with a privacy 
worthy of State secrets. 

I once had the opportunity of 
copying some of the old centuries- 
old cures and treatments from a. m. 
s. book (dated 1679), which had 
been passed down to successive far- 
riers. who carried out veterinary 
practice long before the days of the 
Vety College. Blood-latting, ‘“cup- 
ping’, the use of the ‘‘fleeams’’, 
(otherwise phlebotomy), seems to 
have been looked upon as a sover- 
eign cure for man, horse, beast and 
dog, no matter how weak was the 
patient, or what the ailment. As I 
have said, in certain cases the old 
unqualified ‘‘vets’’ were very suc- 
cessful in certain cases—difficulties 
at foaling, calving and lambing for 
instance, and in mange (but not 
real or supposed madness!) in dogs. 

The ease with which qualified 
men can now be communicated with, 
and the speed with which they en 
respond to calls, has for years been 
reducing the number of “cow doc- 
tors” in rural areas, so that the race 
is almost obsolete in many parts. 
This cannot be said of amateur 
“dog doctors” in towns. They still 
abound, and the Committee appoint- 
ed to enquire into ‘‘the Veterinary 
practice of unregistered persons” 
has recommended that such ama- 
teurs should be prohibited under a 
penalty. This does not preclude the 
owner from treating his own ani- 
mals, and there is a loophole for the 
last of the old school of farriers, as 
witness the following: 

The Committee state that unless 
measures are taken to prevent it, 
unregistered practice will increase 
after the war. They suggest that un- 
registered persons who for’ seven 
years have made a living by giving 
medical or surgical treatment to 
animals, and who are of good char- 
acter, should be entitled to regis- 
tration by the R. C. V. S. There are 
now about 800 unregistered persons 
of varying experience in veterinary 
practice, the majority of whom 
would be eligible for registration 
with the description ‘“‘Registered ani- 
mal practitioner’. 

Hunting Topies 

To think or speak of the Bram- 
ham Moor Hunt has always been to 
think and speak of the Lane-Fox 
family—the twain have ever been 
inseparable. It comes therefore as a 
shock to Yorks sportsmen, indeed 
to the whole hunting world, that 
Lord Bingley has resigned the Mas- 
tership and that his brother, Mr. 
Edward Lane Fox, has retired from 
the secretaryship. It was about 1740 


that Mr. Fox-Lane (as the family 
was then known), son of Lord Bing- 
ley, founded the Bramham Moor 
Hunt and since then, for the greater 
part of the time, either a Lane-Fox 
or a Lascelles has been at the head 
of affairs. The pack attained its 
highest level during the memorable 
Mastership of Squire George Lane- 
Fox, from 1849 to 1896, in which 
year he died. The present Lord Bing- 
ley (then Col. G. Lane-Fox) succeed- 
ed Mr. J. R. Lane-Fox in 1906 and 
had five years as Master, the Earl 
of Harewood joining him for one sea- 
son and then going on alone for a 
number of years. In 1935 Lord Bing- 
ley became Joint-M. F. H. with the 
late Mrs. R. Nickols. A committee 
has been appointed to find a new 
Master. Mr. T. L. Paisley has agreed 
to act as scribe to the hunt. 

Maj. Tom Russell, (whose address 
in M. BP. Re AVG, BD. A.D: V- 
R’s. I Corps Dist., B. L. A.,), will be 
remembered as having turned hounds 
from 1929-35 to the late Frank 
Morris in the Cleveland country. He 
writes to me this week to tell me 
that quite a lot of officers and men 


_have asked him if there is any pos- 


sibility of getting a few hounds sent 
out to Germany. He adds: 

“If you could let me know of any 
spare hounds that could be bought, 
begged, borrowed or stolen, [ can 
assure you that hundreds of officers 
and men out here would be grateful, 
for they are most keen to start a 
hunt.” 

I have replied to Maj. Russell 
that although most packs are this 
season breeding puppies, the nucleus 
of old hounds will be required to 
commence the season. Most kennels 
were down to bedrock, and, except 
possibly a few old hounds I doubt 
if there will be any to spare. How- 
ever, if such there be direct com- 
munication might be made _ with 
Maj. Russell, who would give in- 
formation as to transport. I person- 
ally, know of no Hunt in a position 
to part with hounds, Most of those 
not kept for work or breeding pup- 
poses, have long since been put 
down. 

One of the ancient Wybergh fain- 
ily hunted ‘‘foumarts” (polecats) in 
Cumberland in the middle of last 
century, but I have no knowledge 
of the type of-hound or dog he used. 
I have somewhere, but cannot for 
the moment put my hand on it, a 
photo of a pack used in Ireland for 


“hunting “foumarts”. Nowadays the 


“foumart”’, or polecat, is practical- 
ly extinct, and so must be the ‘‘fou- 
mart hound”. A correspondent nas 
asked me what type of dog. they 
were, and, as I have no_ personal 
knowledge, I quote what ‘Gelert’ 
wrote in 1846: 

“There is a breed of hound in the 
north of England known as_ the 
foumart hound, which is the proper 
animal for the sport. His character- 
istics are a drooping stern, wire 
hair, and a deep tongue. Lancashire 
was famous for the breed. Many 
years ago Capt. H---d made a bet 
and won it, on the powers of scent 
which his Lancashire foumart- 
hounds possessed. He backed them 
to hunt the trail of a pole cat which 
been turned out 24 hours before the 
hounds were laid on....Hounds 
soon became very fond of the sport, 
and, after a few nights hunting, per- 
fectly staunch from all other game. 
A hound cannot be too slow not too 
deep in his tongue for the amuse- 
ment; and a sharp terrier or two 
will render great service.” 

I wonder if the type of dog used 
in Cumberland for hunting polecats 


was what is now known as “The 
Lakeland terrier’? They are excel- 
lent in nose and tenacity, courage, 
and endurance. 


Small Racehorses 

There was running at Pontefract 
a horse which looked as_ though 
some of the others could carry it. 
As they circled round the parade 
ring a well-known trainer remark- 
ed, “They say they win in all shap- 
es and sizes, but that little thing 
won’t have the stride of these big- 
ger horses, It might pe all right on 
a little round course with sharp 
bends, but it is to be hoped if pony 
racing spreads no one will be en- 
couraged to breed undersized 
‘squiffs’ like that’’. 

To this another trainer replied: 
“No one will want to breed ’em, but 
there’ll always be a certain number 
which will be throw-backs; and it’s 
as true today as ever it was that ‘a 
good big ’un will always beat a good 
little ’un’. Of course if we go far 
enough back all racehorses were be- 
tween about 14 hands and 15 hands 
high—no more’, The owner of a 
successful stud joined in the dis- 
cussion and said: 

“You needn’t go as far into the 
past as the days when bloodstock 
was just being evolved, and when 
handicapping was regulated by 
height. There have been lots of 
racehorses between 14h. 2in. and 15 
hands in our day. The late Duke of 
Hamilton claimed to have at the 
same time the biggest and the smal- 
lest horses in training. One was 
(Wild Tommy, standing over 16.3, 
the other a mare called Beauharnais, 
which was under 14.2. The little 
‘un was beaten only a head in a 
Nursery carrying 8st 12.” 


Then someone recalled the Derby 
winner Little Wonder, said to stand 
under 15 hands, and this brought a 
flood of memories of racehorses 
where were mere ponies—Dan Leno, 
which won at Hamilton Park in 
1928; Sporting Nancy, a 14.1 h. filiy 
which won races for Mr. D. McNee 
in 1929; Symptoms (the first win- 
ner trained by Jack Jarvis), which 
was no more than 14 hands aue 
half an inch; Underhand, winner of 
three successive Northumberland 
Plates, just under 15 h. Daniel

Sunday, July 8, we started out by 
inspecting the four yearlings that 
will make the initial consignment 
from Mrs. Marie A. Moore, of War- 
renton, who will sell them Thursday, 
August 9. The group has been raised 
by Mrs. Moore at her High Hope 
Farm and are well mannered and 
well grown. Two are by Pass Out, a 
young stallion not much known as 
yet, though New Englanders parti- 
cularly will remember his speed ard 
gameness in racing. This son of *By 
Pass If and Spree, by High Time we 
saw at the farm. While not a model 
of conformation he appears to be 
outbreeding himself and certainly 
comes from speed lines of proven 
ability in England and here. The 
four sale yearlings are:

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California Breeders 
To Hold Their Fall 
Sale At Santa Anita 


The West’s greatest sale of Thor- 
oughbred and racing stock will be 
held at Santa Anita, September 24, 
a date when the Fall meeting at 
Hollywood Park will be in progress. 
A record high number of 155 ani- 
mals will be auctioned, it was an- 
nounced .by the California Breeders 
Association, sponsors of the vendue. 

In view of the fact that California- 
bred horses were in the spotlight 
throughout the Santa Anita meet- 
ing, where they earned more than 
$100,000 in the several stakes and 
other special events and an estimat- 
ed $150,000 additional first monies 
in overnight purses for a grand total, 
including 2nd, 3rd and 4th monies of 
approximately $325,000, the sale is 
expected to attract buyers from far 
and near. Success of home-breds at 
Santa Anita is unmistakable evidence 
the State’s breeders are producing 
horses capable of meeting the best 
of the several classes bred anywhere. 

The victories this year of Sea 
Swallow (bred by C. S. Howard at 
Willets) in the $25,000 Yankee 
Handicap at Boston, July 4; Vain 
Prince (produced by Rancho Casitas 
at Ventura) in the $25,000 San Ga- 
briel Handicap and of the perform- 
ance of several others who placed in 
the galaxy of rich Santa Anita prizes 
attest the excellence of the Cali- 
fornia produce. No one locality has 
a corner on production of top-class 
horses, for other racers figuring in 
the decision of the Santa Anita stak- 
es were Phar Rong, bred in Santa 
Clara County; Orion, Biberte and 
Glory Time, bred in the San Fernan- 
do valley; Gold Bolt, from Nevada 
county; Man o’Glory, Alameda coun- 
ty and Bismarck Sea and Sea Sover- 
eign from Mendocino County. 

Most of the 155 head in the sale 
are classified as racing material. 83 
yearlings, 35 two-year-olds, 7 three- 
year-olds, and 1 five-year-old were 
consigned by some 40-odd California 
breeders. Every one of these 130 
yearlings and horses of racing age 
was bred in California, and is eligible 
to compete in the lucrative daily 
races programmed exclusively for 
horses produced in the state, as well 
as the rich home-bred stakes. This 
birthright adds materially to the 
earning power of California stock. 

When released, the catalog will 
list 22 broodmares for sale, with a 
sprinkling of suckling or weanling 
colts, together with two stallions. 

The recent Federal ban on ship- 
ment of race horses by public carrier 
will not affect the sale, as nearly all 
the consignors own their own vans, 
and such privately owned vans are 
not affected by the Washington or- 
der. The few breeders who do not 
possess special vans will use trailers 
to transport their entries to the sale.

the Committee. It was set up by the 
Director of the Office of War Mobi- 
lization and Reconversion. 

It is our belief that the horsemen 
of America would be the first to dis- 
claim any desire to obstruct the war 
effort by disregarding a Governmeut 
request to reduce their shows to a 
scale which will not interfere with 
transportation. The men and women 
who attend these shows, or who 
participate in them, pride them- 
selves upon their tradition of good 
sportsmanship—that means playing 
a fair game according to the rules. 

The “local show” requirement is 
a rule that horse shows must com- 
ply with for the duration so that, in 
your own words, we can ‘keep 
America’ traditionally American’ 
and “bring our boys back.” Every 
show which breaks this rule helps to 
defer Victory and threatens to hind- 
er the return and redeployment of 
our troops. 

Your assurances of proper publi- 
city to this letter will be deeply ap- 
preciated.

Foxiana Riding And Driving Club 
Developing Better Types 


In Dauphin County

Riding across the Keystone State 
either by car or by train, one can- 
not help but be impressed by the 
scenic beauty of the countryside, and 
horseman particularly will gain plea- 
sure from the broad expanses of gal- 
loping country to be seen in all 
parts of the state. Whether travel- 
ing from the east or the west the 
sequence is the same. First the man- 
made scenery of gently rolling fields 
sown in the grains or a myriad of 
vegetables and generously punctu- 
ated with lush green pastures. In 
these sections there are working 
dairy herds and it will usually be 
found that running with the cattle 
will be a small number of _brood- 
mares or at worst a few usable rid- 
ing horses. From this country we 
pass into the rugged natural beauty 
of the Appalachian Mountains. Deep, 
and sometimes rocky gorges are 
flanked by towering mountains in 
whose cliffs and passes are sheltered 
the hundreds of Pennsylvania’s min- 
ing towns. From this rugged resi- 
less country suggestive of ‘“Land- 
scape at Play’’ we slide again to the 
more rolling and patch quilt design 
of the farming areas. 

In the farming section east of the 
mountains there is one section which 
must catch the observer’s eye. Here 


fences are straighter, barns and out 
buildings are always in repair and 
painted, and fields look more as if 
they were drafted than planted. This 
of course is Lancaster County, whose 
farmers, it is said, could grow crops 
on Broad Street, Philadelphia. Until 
recently only the light harness horse 
and the drafter held any popularity 
here, but gradually the saddle horse 
and the hunter are coming into their 
own. 

Just across the way from this 
country is Dauphin County where the 
inherent love of a clean countryside 
is equally held with the love of a 
good horse. A little to the south of 
Middletown, Pennsylvania is located 
the Foxiana Riding and Driving 
Club. Three or four years ago Mr. 
Ben Graybill, a saddle horse enthu- 
siast, moved into that section of the 
country and to his knowledge there 
were not a dozen riding horses be- 
tween Middletown and _ Lancaster. 
He originated the Foxiana Club and 
testimony to his success was seen 
at a show held there recently. There 
is a prevalence of saddle horses but 
folks thereabouts are starting to ap- 
preciate and enjoy good hunters. Of 
course many of them are still rid- 
ing “weeds” but they are learning

between weeds and good _ hunters 
and before long they will be sending 
top hunters and jumpers into the 
show ring.

The middleweights went to that 
beautiful 4-year-old chestnut from 
Mount Vernon Ranch, War Hero.

Strike, and 4th John Costello’s 
Noella. 
The lightweight division, most 


heavily contested of the three, was 
another hunter first for Roxboro 
Farm. Anthony, their chestnut 4- 
year-old, which has won all the green 
hunter classes this year, had his first 
lightweight win in this class. He 
was ridden by Mrs. Staniforth. Sec- 
ond and 3rd were a repeat of the 
ladies’ hunter, Flying Colours and 
Missy, and 4th was Mr. and Mrs. H. 
J, O’Connell’s Gamin. 

Flying Colours seems to get into 
The Chronicle from different parts 
of the country. In the June 15th 
issue, he got a write-up when he ap- 
peared at the Irondequoit Show. It 
seems he was once owned by Fred 
von Lambeck, and known as Sport- 
ing Print. Bob Sloan called him 
Headlines, and he turned up here as 
Flying Colours. His colouring may 
be unusual, but the outstanding 
thing about him is his smooth and 
effortless jumping. He was grand to 
watch, and according to Miss Price, 
lovely to ride. 

Main event of the day was the 
open jumping for the Shamrock 
Trophy. Every now and then, a class 
steps out of the ordinary run of 
jumping, and this was one of those 
times. In the first round, five horses 
went clean, and in the first jump-off, 
two cleared again. The others, Mike 
Jr., Shaun Rue, and Ruskanne finish- 
ed up in that order. Owners, Mr. 
and Mrs. H. J. O’Connell, Mount 
Vernon Ranch, and Roxboro Farm. 
The two left to fight it out were 
Soon Over, ridden by Vernon G. 
Cardy and owned by Mount Vernon 
Ranch, and Missy, ridden and owned 
by Mrs. Dillingham.

There were eight-and-a-half couple 
of Bitches, and when they were all 
turned loose in the ring, after hav- 
ing been previously inspected by 
the judges in couples, they made a 
very pretty show.

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phan ran in 2:01 2-5. Last year By 
Jimminy was the winner in 2:03 2-5. 

As regards the Classic, a race that 
has usually brought together the 
best 3-year-olds of the season and 
resulted in a sensational contest, it 
also was devoid of brilliance. 

In advance the field looked to be 
one of the weakest in the history of 
the stake, while at post time it was 
robbed of one of its most formidable 
candidates when Sea Swallow was 
Scratched on account of the track’s 
condition—it was covered with mud 
and slush from recent rains and like 
his sire, Seabiscuit, he does not relish 
that sort of footing. 

His withdrawal, together with the 
fact that Mrs. Lewis’ colt War Jeep 
had wrenched himself when winning 
the Skokie Handicap the previous 
week, which eliminated him, left 
Pot o’Luck such a stand-out that he 
was backed down to 8 to 5 and, bid- 
ing his time, came rushing through 
the field when ready, to win going 
away by a length in 2:05 4-5. 

Considering the condition of the 
track, which was several seconds 
slow at the least calculation, his per- 
formance was decidedly a better one 
than that of Wildlife—and there are 
many who believe that from now out 
he will be the 3-year-old that the 
others have to beat. 

His best previous performance was 
when he ran second in the Kentucky 
Derby—but that day he was beaten 
half-a-dozen lengths by Hoop Jr., the 
latter winning in a romp. 

The best performance of the day, 
east or west, did not take place in 
either of the $50,000 races, but in 
one much less pretentious—namely, 


the $20,000 Modesty Handicap, also 
run at Chicago. 

As its name implies, it was named 
for the famous filly that won the 
first American Derby in that city 
sixty-one years ago, and is a sexual 
event, being for mares and fillies, 
3 years old and over. 

The field was a fine one, compris- 
ing twelve feminine flyers that in- 
cluded such as Whirlabout, Durazna, 
Silvestra, Harriet Sue, Miss Keene- 
land, Gold Princess, etc., with but 
one 3-year-old present, this being 
Mrs. Lewis’s beautiful filly War 
Date, by War Admiral. 

Her task was a formidable one, to 
handle such a lot of older ¢ompeti- 
tors, over such a track, but she ac- 
quitted herself with brilliance, com- 
ing through in the stretch to defeat 
the 5-year-old Night Shadow in very 
game style. 

The time, 1:38 4-5, was very fast 
for the going and the manner in 
which War Date acquitted herself 
was superb. Under the scale she was 
giving Night Shadow 11 Ibs. and 
making concessions to everything 
that started. Her impost was 110 
lbs.

Peace-Time Jeep Performs Innumerable Farm 
Tasks In Special Unveiling Demonstration 





The postwar version of the mili- 
tary Jeep—dressed up in bright col- 
ors and hailed as the first vehicle in 
history successfully to combine the 
basic functions of the tractor, light 
truck, passenger conveyance and in- 
dependent power unit—was unveiled 
this week near New Hudson, Michi- 
gan, at a special demonstration pre- 
sented in county fair style on the 
rolling 2,000-acre farm of Charles 
E. Sorensen, president of Willys- 
Overland Motors. The new Jeep is 
the basic unit in the family Jeeps 
and other Willys vehicles in the low 
price range to be produced for the 
farm, factory, railroad yards, other 
industrial pursuits, and passenger 
service. 

During exhaustive tests in the 
field, the Jeep operated all sorts of 
agricultural implements and _  per- 
formed innumerable farm tasks in 
which stationary power is required. 
It hauled grain, hay and livestock; 
it plowed, pulled the disc harrow, 
baled straw, filled a silo, cultivated 
corn, operated a field pick-up cutter 
and thrashed wheat. It sprayed a 
nearby orchard and spray-painted a 
barn with a special air compressor. 
On another side of a field it buzzed a 
cord of wood and dug holes for fence 
posts with a unique powerdriven 
augur. 

The two principal advantages of 
the peace Jeep over the war vehicle 
are a special power take-off which 
can be used with the spline shaft for 
direct power or with the belt pulley, 
thus making it possible to delegate 
up to 30 H. P. to anything from a 
buzz-saw to a thresher; and chang- 
ed gear ratios in the transmission, 
transfer case and axles. 

This latter revision results in 
maximum efficiency while operating 
at a necessary farm pace of 3 to 7.5 
miles an hour. A gear ratio is also 
provided to give a road speed of 60 
miles per hour. 

The development of this four-in- 
one universal use vehicle, it as ex- 
plained by Mr. Sorensen, consuma- 
tes a conviction held by company 
engineers over the past three years 


that the military Jeep, which they 
designed in cooperation with the U. 
S. Army, could be utilized, follow- 
ing certain changes and _ revisions, 
as an efficient and practical unit on 
the farm with a revolutionary range 
of uses. 

He pointed out that the peace 
Jeep embodies the same sound en- 
gineering principles—a unique bal- 
ance of power, weight, size, four- 
wheel drive, dependability and rug- 
gedness—which have made the scout 
car famous the world over. It is 
driven by the Willys ‘‘Jeep’”’ engine, 
the power plant used in more than 
500,000 Jeeps produced for the 
armed forces. 

The comfort features of the mili- 
tary Jeep have been improved and 
many new ones added for the peace 
version of the yehicle. The peace 
Jeep has adequate shock absorbers 
and springs. Front and rear seats 
are cushioned, a heater has been in- 
stalled and there are front and rear 
tops to give the driver protection 
from the weather. Roominess ard 
ease of riding have also been provid- 
ed.
